Dairy Now.ez. 


Why not take time this winter to teach 
the young bulls to work ina crooked yoke. 
If taken before they ars a yoar old,they are 
as easily trained as a steer, and they can be 
made to do much work,often enough to well 
repay their keeping without regard to what 
they may do as breeders. They can draw, 
plow, barrow or cultivate next epring as 
well asa horse, and can be easily learned 
to step as qaickly as is needed. They cau 
also work in treadmill or borse power and 
make themselves very usefal. 

The exercise willdo them good, and they 
will be surer getters of calves than they 
would be if standing idle in the stall or 
yard, and such dally use makes them quiet 
and tractable. This not only lessens the! 
danger from handling them, but it helps | 
very often to induce the owner to keep them | 
longer, to a greater age. They are not at 
their best for breeding purposes until three

| what he buys and sells. We would think it 
a@ queer method [f the storekeeper agreed to 

; give the farmer whathe wanted from the 
store for what he had to spare from his 
farm products, be it much or little. He 
might make money in some cases and would 
probably lose in others, and thatis what 
| the farmer does with his cows. 
Try to keep an account that will tell 
, which ones are paying a profit, and strike 
the othere cffthe books as worthless cus- 
| tomers, unlessa little more knowledge of 
feeding rules, a tittle more warmth in ths 
stables and a little better care generally can 
stimulate them to better proiuctior. 

Professor Robertson, the Canadian com- 
missioner of agriculture and dairying, in 
his aunual report mutes the following 
statements in regard to the setting of milk. 
As they are al founded upon practical 
experienc: in careful dairy work, they 
should be posted in every dairy room. 

1. All milk should be carefully strained 
immediately after the miiking is completed. 

2. When shallow pans are used, they 
should be placed in a room with a pure at- 
mosphere, at a temperatare as even as pos- 
sible at batween 50° and 60° F. 

3. When deep-setting pails ara used, the 
water in the creamer or tank should be kept 
below 45° F. or as near 45° F. as is practi- 
cable. It is advantageous to have a supply 
of toe for ase In the water. 

4. When an abundant supply of cold 
water from a flowing spring is not available, 
the cooling power of fresh cold water may 
be applied economically by conveying it in a 
pipe to the bottom of the tank or creamer, 
and allowing the warmed water to ran off 
from thetcp. Ifthe water be scarce, the 
overflow may be carried into a watering 
trongh for the live stock on the farm. 

5. lt is advantageous to set the milk as 
soon ae practicable after it is drawn from 
the cows. 

In a test with deep-setting paile, it was 
found that the quantity of butter fat not re- 
covered in the cream, and consequently left 
in the skimmilk, was 11.48 per cent. greater 
when the setting of the milk in ice water 
was delayed one hoar, than when it was set 
immediately after it was drawn. 

6. There was not much difference in the 
percentage of butter fat recovered into the 
cream, due to the temperature at which the 
milk was set, when between 88° and 98° F. 
The loss of butter fat unrecovered from the 
skimmilk was 2.53 per cent. greater when 
set at 78° than when set at 98° F. 

7. The milk should be left undisturbed 
for about 22 hours. The quantity of butter 
fat not recovered into the cream was eight 
per cent. greater when the miik was set for 
only 11 hours than when it was set for 22 
hours, in deep-setting pails in ice water. 

8. With ordinary milk, there is no gain 
from adding water “to thin it” when it is 











set. There was practically no difference in

Disposition 





of Winter Milk. 


The period has now arrived when cheese 
factorice and creameries in the Northern 
States have clused operations for the sea- 
sop, and surplus milk on dairy farms in 
their vicinities must be disposed of else- 
where. 


his milk will depend the question of win- 

ter profits. Winter dairying in its true 
sense means that cows areto be employed 
that have become new milch in the fall. 
However, I wish to write of that large pro- 
portion where the cows have been milked 
all summer, and where it becomes jasta 
matter of good feed and care to keep the 
milk profitably coming up to within six 
weeks of calving time. 

The battle is only half won, however, in 
obtaining milk quantity. The milk mast 
be disposed of in a right way in order to 
turn it into profitable dollars. Dairymen 
who carry their milk away and dispose of it 
ata manaofactory during thesammer months, 
are usually illy prepared to manufacture it 
at home with any degree of success in 
winter. 

To such dairymen in central New York I 
would say, unless you are prepared to make 
No. 1 butter, j. e., butter that will sell fora 
first-class price on the market, you had 
better send your milk toa shipping station 
as soon as your local factory or creamery 
closes. 

Dairymen who live long distances from a 


man carrying the combined product of the 
neighborhood one week and another one 
the week after, etc. By this plan I have 
known milk to be profitably delivered to the 
station froma distance of elght miles. Of 
course if you are sure you can make good 
batter, and have the facilities for so doing, 
go abead and tarn your milk into money 
that way. 

It depends altogether on the judgment 
you exercise in this matter of;manufacturing 
or selling your winter’s milk whether you 
come outa loser or gainer thereby in the 
spring. Bafore deciding this question you 
should ask yourself, “‘ Have I been able 
heretofore to produce butter selling readily 
for a top price in the market?” If not, 
it is not at all likely that you will be able 
to work a sudden reformation inthis line 
during the coming winter. 

A person who in the past has never made 
any but second-class butter, cannot change 
his methods so suddenly as to turn out first- 
class butter from the start. Experience in 
this line, as well as in others, costs time and 
money, and the class of dairymen I am 
epeaking of are not situated so as to spare 
either. 

The milk-shipping companies as a rule 
pay a fair price for milk in winter, and ex- 
acting as they do rigid lacteal purity and

In the firet place one aust have a warm 
house suitable for the chickens. It does 
not take a large one to accommodate 100 
| chickens, but it must be warm, well ventil- 
ated and even in temperature. This is | 
the first requisite. The house should be| 
‘located so that it will receive the eun| 
| through the glass most of the day. The | 
sitters must be selected for their suc- | 
cess in hatching eggs, and th-se that show | 
| an inclination to neglect the eggs should be | 
| discarded. The sitters must be fel sep- , 
| arately when off the nest so they will not | 
| be bothered and worried by the othere. 
The eitting house should be darker than | 
the main rocon, and the nests should be 
arranged in rows. Each hen will learn to 
know her own nest. Water as well as food 
inust be provided the hens daily. When 
the chicks are hatched they must be kept 
|together in small colonies free from 
cold winds aud storms. They must be 
kept prowling all ths time, an@ good food, 
water and clean sarroundings will ac 
complish thig. Warm mush, bread, oat- 
meal and scraps from the table should 
be their chief daily diet. New hatchings 
shou'd be made ali of the time, so that 
younger chicks will take the place of those 
sentto market.

| Where neightors are neighborly, as farm- 
ers ought to be, the interchange of spare- 
| ribs, tongues, heart and liver of killed ani- 
| mals often proves a convenience and advan- 
| tage to both parties. All have more at kill- 
| ing time than can be used without loss, but 
by exchanging with each other both parties 
will be able to enjoy meatin better condi- 
tion than if either relied only on what his 
' own stock could supply. 
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The cultivation of this fruit is gradually 
extending in this State. Since apples have 
paid so poorly, many farmere, where there 
were apy markets, have given much 
attention to this fruit. They have cul- 
tivated it as a field crop, manuring 
and tending the plants about as they 
would corn and potatoes. The dis 
tance planted has been four feet 
between rows and il4or two feet between 
plants. Set in this way there is emple 
space for using horse power in cultivation. 

Many of oor farmers think that strawber- 
ries are a more certain crop than potatoes, 
and about as cheaply produced. They need 
more weeding, bat not so much spraying 
with paris green. 

OF varieties the Crescent is still much 
ph ntei, as is the Haverland, although the 
latter is being discarded, as it is too soft. 
The Brandywine has given much satisfac- 
tion. It may not be so prolific as some va- 
rieties, but it is a fine, solid berry, that can 
be transported long distances. The Clyde 
is being extensively tested, and thus far it 
iseatisfactory. The Greenville is a good, 
all-round variety that is planted extensively. 
The sample, from what we saw of it last 
season, is worthy of further trial. 

Last Jane the New Hampshire Horticult 
ural Society was invited to the frait farm of 
George F.'Beede of Tremont, to hold the 
first annual strawberry field meeting. The 
day was fine and the gathering large. The 
strawberry beds were inspected and the fruit 
tested, and everything was so satisfactory 
at this first gathering of the kind that it was 
decided to meet. another, season at the 
Experiment Station, Darham, for the 
second annual strawberry field meeting. 
That this awakening of an interest in 
strawberry growing will be beneficial we 
have no doubt, as it will tend to get farm- 
ers out of the ruts, and lead to better finan- 
cial returns.

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Farming from Experience: 


Every farmer learns much each year 
about his business by the experience he 
gains. Itis the most valuable knowledge, 
provided the farmer has learned to discrim- 
inate asito the true cause of sucosss or fall- 
ure. It will at least teach twiceithe capac- 
ity of} his own coll and loeation. While 
farmers read with interest_what other farm- 
ers bave done in other localities, it does not 
affect them as does decided success or fail- 
ure in thelrown neighborhood. What one 
man in apy locality bas done others may 
also do if they have like soll and conditions. 
Almost all the special crops that are 
grown in certain neighborhoods are the 
result of experiments made at first with 
much doubt, but when proved a success, in- 
citing others to imitate the example. In 
such case the ploneer who introduces such 
crops benefits the entire neighborhood 
quite as mach asbimself. He is not injured 
by the competition of his neighbora, for 
whatever the farmer grows there is eure to 
be so large a market for it thatthe produe- 
‘tlon of a large amount calls purchasers from 
a distance, so that the farmer can sell at his 
own doors inatead of marketing his special 
crop at a distance. An individual success, 
no matter on how extended a scale, cannot 
create euch a home market. 
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Orchard Wisdom. 


If orchards are to be made profitable they 
must receive as good care as other crops. 

Good drainage, natural or artificial, is 
essential to success. Trees are impatient of 
wet feet. . 

Good tille ge increases the available food 
sur ply of the soil and also conserves its 
moisture. 

Tillage should be begun jast as soon as 
| the ground is dry enough In the spring,‘and 
should be repeated as often as once in 10 
| days throughout the growing season, which 
extends from spring until Jaly or August. 

Only cultivated crops should be allowed 
in orchards early inthe season. Grain and 

hay should never be grown. 

Even hoed or cultivated crops may rob 
the trees of moisture and fertility if they 
are allowed to stand above the tree roots. 

Cultivators are the best crop to raise in 
an orchard. 

Watch a sod orchard. It will begin to fail 
before you know it. 

Probably ninc-tenths of the apple or- 
chards are in sod,and many of them are 
meadowr. Of course they are failing. 

The remedy for these apple failures is to 
cat down many of the orchards. For the 
remainder the treatment is cultivation, fer- 
tilization, spraying,—the trinity of orthodox 
apple growing. 

Potash is the chief fertilizer to be ap- 
plied to fruit trees, particularly after they 
come Into bearing. 

Potash may be had in wood ashes and 
murijate of potash. It is most commonly 
used in the latter form. An annual appli- 
cation of potash should be made on bearing 
orchards, 560 pounds to the acre. 

Phosphoric acid isthe second important 
fertilizer to be applied artificially to or- 
charde. Of the plain superphosphates from 
300 to 500 pounds may be applied tothe 
acre. 

Nitrogen can be obtained cheapest by 
means of thorough tillage (to promote nitri- 
fication) and nitrogenous green manures. 

Barn manures are generally more eco- 
nomically used when applied to farm crops 
then when applied to orchards, yet they 
can be used with good results, particularly 
when rejavenating the old orchards. 

Cultivation may be stopped late in the 
season, and & crop can then be sown upon 
the land. Thecrop may serve as a cover 
or protection to the soil, and asagreen ma- 
nure-—Professor Bailey of Cornell S:ation. 
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Practical Poultry Pointe. 


A writer of Poultry Notes in an exchange 
says: “ Ten flocke, each consistirg of ten 
henr, are enough for an acre.” Perhaps so,

land. I[rishegz merchants would do wel! 
to make ita rule that eggs shipped to Great 
Britain should invariably be packed in dry. 
clean straw, and damp or defective st:aw— 
even if it does lessen the expense of sbip- 
ping—should never be used for the po p )se, 
as has been the case too [frequently hrreto- 
fore. Poultry keepers, too, should be more 
careful in assorting the ¢gzs on points of 
cleanliness, sizsfand color intended for mar- 
ket, so that in fatare there will b3 no cause 
for complaint on that score.” 

Irish shippers arenotthe only ones to 
whom these lessons might apply, nor is the 
English market the only one that likes «egs 
aniform in s'ze and celor and clean looking. 
The aniformity can be best secured by hav- 
ing flocks of fow! all of one breed, and re- 
taining for home ose snci‘ggs as areun- 
usually small or large, or not ia trae shape 
Canadian exporters havea certain standard 
for size, and will not accept anything below 
that siz*, while with many of cur dealers 
“ everything goes”’ that has a shell, from 
the eggs of the bantam up, and froma pure 
snow white to a mahogany color. Some 
who handle large amounts assortthem be 
fore offering them for sale, and find it pays 
to do so, but others will not take the troubl 
to do it.

Use the 
above io all focms of cold in fowls, well 
greasing the top of head and ander part of 
neck at and below the wattles. Turn up the | 
head of; the fowls and allow some to ran op | 
the nostrils; and a little down the throat) 
does good also. Used onafow! at the first 
sign of acoldoneor two such treatments 
will affeet a permanent cure quickly. It is, 
a first-class tamily or household remedy 
used the same way exactly, and acts partic- 
ularly promptly in children. 

* This same mixture kills all lice and nts 
wherever it touches. lf old fowls are tadly 
infested wita lice, one evening thoroughly 
grease every fowlat the vent andon the 
head. Keep them out of the rain and ont | 
of the dirt a few days if you value the 
looks of the plamage. For after a few days | 
on dark-plameged birde, if thus taken | 
eare of, no sign of the greasing 
appears. Having killed all the nits (they 
are all or very nearly all deposited oa the 
feathers at these two sections), and many) 
of the lice, take another evening and thor- | 
oughly dust every fowl with Persian insect | 
powder. This same m'xture is a perfect | 
oure for scaly feet. Apply it warm two or 
three times’a week for two to three weekr. 
The result is remarkable, the kgs coming 
out nice, bright and clear.’’

Farm Hints. 


The growing of manariai crops, or g::en 
forage crops to plow in to fertiliza the land, 
is less popolar in New England than iu 
many other sections, for two reasons: It 
custe higher for labor to grow such a crop 
than in many other sections, and when it is 
gcown it has a greater value for feedirg 
purposes here, and the farmer wants to use 
it in th at way, and pat the manure made by 
the animals apon the lan’. It may be, also, 
that it is easier to obtain manure from our 
cities and large villages here than it is in 
the less densely populated sections of the 
West and South. 

Bat there are certain conditions under 
which such crops can be grown and used 
here to good advantage. Weallade to what 
are sometimes called “ cover crops,” such 
crops as can be put in late in the fall, upon 
fields in which a crop bas been grown and 
barvested, or is nearly ready to harvest, and 
which will ke p the ground covered during 
the winter and make a growth in the epring 
before the time comes when the land ma:t 
be plowed for another crop.

It will also take up and hold, and even 
obange  @ More readily availabie form, the 
mineral elements that the next crop will 
need, and thereby greatly assist in its 
growth. We say assist, for we do not think 
it advisable forthe farmer to depend en- 
tirely upon the green crop plowed in to 
grow asummer crop. We would use about 
as mach manure as fertii'z-r for the crop as 
if there had been no green manuring, al- 
though we might not feel that it needed to 
be ao rich in nitrogen.

shoald be done without the loss of a year’s 
use of the land, and the expenditure of 
time and labor that should have been de- 
voted to growing crops for market or for 
producl: g food for the live stock of the 
farm. For these reasons we have been and 
are now not as u' gant to advise farmers to 
plow under green crops as aie mapy other 
writers. 

lf a farmer has run-down or worn-out 
land which he desires to enrich, and cannot 
easily buy or make mature to pat on it, 
while he has time to plow and sow snd re- 
plow it, he should know the facts and 
should not need our urging to induce him to 
pat his spare time into its improvement. 

Bu; if much of the value of his manure is 
being wasted away in the + ater that rans 
out of his barnyard, or is in the deposit 
ander the stable fioors into which the 
liquids have soaked for ycars; if the 
droppings of the cattle are over shoe in

| might: if the most fertile soil of his 
ficlds is in the ridgesthat have been so 
many years plowed op sgainst the wall; if 
he is selling hay or allowing corn fodder to 
waste and rot inthe fields while he could 
easily keep more stock; if his richest fields 

need ditching and draining, and to have 
| rocks dug out and carried away, or hedge- 
rows cut down and burned; if his pastures 
are being overgrown by bushes, or if he can- 
not keep weeds out of the crops he grows, 
| he has not spare time to grow ercps to plow 
under, and when he has attended to all these 
things he may find that his fields are grow- 
ing so fertile that they donot need manurial 
crops. 

Bat there are otter ways of enriching the 
soil. In many cases a more thorough pré p- 
aration of the soil before planting or sow- 
ing the seed would increase the crop about 
as much as could be done by the green crop 
plowed under, and more frcquent stirring 
of it while the crop is growing would ada 
about as mach more, to say nothing of pre- 
venting the weeds from robbing it of botb 
fertility and moisture, a point we have al- 
ready alluded to. Either of these cost only 
an expenditure of time and labor, while 
with the green crop there must be an ex- 
pense for seed. 

A more liberal feeding of grain to the 
animals would yield a return in more rapid 
growth or larger production from them, and 
would also add much value to the manure 
heap if it was kept under cover and not 
wasted, especially of sach grains as whea 
bran and cotton-seed meal,so that more 
acres might be enriched by the same num- 
ber of loads, or the amount now used would

On the con- 
trary, many of the most beantiful speci- 
mens shown in the florist’s window cannot 
be successfully grown or ever kept in 
good condition in the window of the 
average livicgroom. On the other hand, 
there are several varieties of both ferns 
and palms that will flourish if a few 
simple rules for their care are observed. The 
jardinicre is intended simply to cover the 
ordinary clay pot in which the plant is 
grown. Yet one finds them filied with soil, 
and the plant set therein to be gradually 
killed by the soggy soll rotting the roots. 
Although molstare is essential to success ip 
fern cultare, the pot containing the plant 
must be well drained or the plant will die. 
Tbe best soil for ferns is a mixture of light 
garden soll, leaf mould or peat, snd sand, 
the pots being filled an inch or two deep 
with pleces of broken pots, brick or stones 
to secure proper drainage. 

Ferns should be placed where they will be 
in the shade most of the time, although an 
occasional bit of sunshine will do them no 
harm. A seven-inch pot, filled with one or

Molsture in the atmosphere is neces: ary 
f rmost plants, and espec'ally for palms 
and ferns, and, while itis not always easy 
tosupply it in the living room, it can be 
done with a little care and trouble. Where 
the room is heated with a coal stove or fuar- 
nace, a dish of water should be set among 
or near the plants, so that they may have 
the benefit of the moisture from tire 
evaporation. Ino stean-heated roomr, a 
small amount of additional water furnished 
in this manner will suffics. The wiping of 
she leaves of the palms, as suggested, will 
supply some moistare, and the ferns should 
be sprayed thoroughly once a weck with 
water from which the chill has been re- 
moved, using a fine syringe or anything 
that will throw a fine spray for the pur- 
pose. The foliage will then acquire that 
bright, rich green so much admired.—New 
York Times.

The fact of a farmer takli g hold of the 
Angora cat business is sin ply this,—he may 
not do it neces: arily in a large way, but ¢n- 
gage in itin a qalet way, the same as he | 
would in keeping a small number of chick- | 
ens or bees. In either case, he does not give 
much attention to them,¢ xcept occasionally, | 
and he would find that he would have ap | 
outside revenue, which would come to him | 
occasionally, and one which would be likely 
to increase.

percentage of phosphorous than the flesh of 
any other food animals. But, however this 
may be, Dr. Langworthy finds that phos- 
phorous is no more of a brain food than 
nitrogen, potassium and other el-ments 
oceurring in the tissues of animals. Experi- 
ence, however, shows that fish isa particu- 
larly desirable food for men of sedentary 
habits, of whieh brain workers form a large 
class. This is because these men do not 
need much {of those foods which supply 
energy and heat to that complex engice 
calied man. .Hard-working men—that is, 
those who work hard with their bodies— 
need these food ingredients more than 
sedentary men. They derive them from 
vi g stables and the fat of meats. Fish con- 
talus little fat when raw end usdressed, 
but when cooked, dressed and served with 
ordinary vwgetables and cereals, it has 
these necessary irg-edients preperly sup- 
p'emented.

No more extensive investigation has ever 
been made of the oyster. The doctor says 
that the oyster season is growing longer 
each year,as a result of improved apparatus 
for chilling these mollusksand transporting 
them long distances. A quart of ovsters is 
found to contain about the same amount of 
nutrition for the stomach as a quart of milk, 
three-fourths of a pound of beet, a pound of 
bread or two pounds of fresh codfish. Old 
oysters contain more natrition than equal 
weights of young ones, considered either in 
or out of the shell. Oys ers out of the shell 
contain from 83 to 91 per cent. water. The 
nutrition Inan oyster, therafore, varies ae- 
cording to its water eontents. Only 
about 2.8 por cent. of an oyster in the 
shell gives any natrition tothe body. Oon- 
siderirg this enormons waste the food ex- 
pert says they are nut the most economic of 
foods. Their food value, however, is due to 
their adding variety and flavor to the diet. 
As man advances he demands a greater 
variety in his dally menu. When oysters 
are ‘fattened’ by belog placed in fresh or 
brackish water, as is the custom, they loss 
mineral matter in their composition, and 
gain only ia water. Therefore “ fattened ’’ 
oysters are neither as palatable nor as 
nutritious as before so treated. In their 
natural state they contain from one-eighth 
to one-fifth more nutrition than when eub- 
jected to this process, whieh, however, pre- 
serves them lorger than allowing them to 
retain their salts.

Some interesting exp triments have been 
made for the purpose of learning jast how 
quiekly and completely the flesh of this 
class of food animals can be digested, as 
compared with that‘of others. Of course, the 
digestibility d+ pends largely upon meeban!- 
cal arrangement of the fibres, cells, ete. Ex- 
periments outside the body have been 
carried on to imitate as far) as‘ possible 
the digestive proeesses inside. In other 
words, vessels and tubes of the labora- 
tory have been substituted for ; the 
stomach and supplementary digestive ar- 
paraius, while chemicals of like jcompo- 
sition have been substituted; fori the 
Ratural digestive juicer.. These experi- 
ments have indicated that} fish{ is less 
quckly digested than beef, but jjust about 
equal to lamb in this respect.wain other 
words, both lamb and fish take longer 
to digest than bef. Bat quickness of 
digestion is only one » consideration. 
Other experiments have been made to 
learn how thoreughly fish can be di- 
gested,—\n otherjwords, how much ma- 
terial it will give the body in its pase- 
age through it. It was tlearned that fish 
and lean beef are about ¢q1al; as to com- 
pleteness of digestion. The body retained 
about 9 per cent. of the total dry matter, 
97 per cent. of the nitrogenous part, and 
over 96 pr cent. of the fat. Experiments of 
this character were also made to ascertain 
whether fresh fish is more thoroughly di- 
gested than salt fish. The results ‘showed 
that itis. [twas also diseovered jthat the 
leaner kinds of fish, such as cod, haddock, 
perch, pike, bluefish, ete, are) both: more 
quickly digested than the fa‘ter‘kinds, such 
as ealmon, shad and mackerel. Oysters are 
found to belong to the easily digested class. 

The ordinary housewife's idea of cheap- 
ness diff'rs muterially from that of Dr. 
Largworthy. She would tell you that fish 
which costs 15 cents a pound is cheaper 
than that costing 16 cents a pound. ; Indeed, 
that which costs 20 centsa pound may be 
eheaper than either ofthese. It may‘con- 
tain less bone, water and other waste mat- 
ter, In preportion to the nutrition to be 
received from it. Dr. Langworthy estimates 
the cheapness of a fish upon the basis of 
the cost per pound of the ingredients 
affording nitrogenous material and energy. 
The nitrogenous ipsgredients jof feb, 
of eourse, are the most valuable, since 
they build and repair brain, blood, bore, 
muscle and tissue, asisuggested. It is 
found that they cost from “$2.50 to $5a 
pound in oysters, over $3 a poundin lob- 
sters, while im saltcod they eost but 44 
cents a pound. In mollusks. and crusta- 
ceans they are much, more erpsnsive than 
in fish and lean meat. . Mollasks and orus. 
taceans are also by far the {most expansive 
sourees of energy of all ordinary anima) 
foods. In other words, they are luxuries 
notenly for those who labor with their 
murcles, but for those of ;sedentary / habits. 

Dr. Langworthy finds that there are some 
fi-h which are naturally} poisonous when 
caught. D> not be alarmed, however, as 
very few of these are found; in the United 
States. ‘They occur mostly! in tropical 
waters. The principal poisonous} fishes of 
the American coast are the Scomber pnet- 
matophorous, a jispecies of mackerels, and 
the Eugraulis ringens jof the Pacific. One 
is in far greater danger of being polsoned by 
eating fish that bas been frozen, thawed and 
cooked after being kept foratime. In this 
condition it is apt to be full of iptomaines. 
You are also in danger of poisoning if you 
eat canned fish which bas remained in an 
open can. Canned fish: and that kept im 
cold storage is excellent media for micro or- 
gapiseme, after being .exposed tojthe air. 
Dr. Langworthy finds that fishishould be 
eaten as soon as possible after being taken 
trom the oan or refr'g srator. 





The Egg frade. 


While our market report upon the best 
grades of egzs is unchanged) in prices this 
week, there are indications which,lead us to 
expect higher prices later on. The weather 
has been unfavorable for eggjprodastion for 
three weeks past, aud there has been an ad- 
vance in prices, and better demand for eggs 
from cold storage and for limed stock, 
probably because they can be bought at 
about half the price of strictly fresh, 
near-by eggs. These grades are firm, and 
the supply of the higher grades is not large. 

The stock in cold storags here is now 
only 24,387 cases, against 28,021 cases at this 
time last year, or nearly 4000 cases less than 
then, and it was reduced 4300 cases last 
week, which, if continued or increased by 
Christmas demand, must exhaust the sup- 
ply early in January. 

We have not received the figares from 
New Y rk of amount in storage there, but 
we notice receipts are lighter than usual at 
this season, and cold storage stock in good 
demand, with amount on hand being cor- 
siderably reduced. As New York usually 
keeps in close touch with the Western 
sources of supply in eggs and poultry, we 
may reasonably suppose that a similar con- 
dition prevails there. 

If we should have milder weather soon in 
the S.uth and Southwest, we might hope 
for ao increased supply from those sections, 
bat if cold weather and snowstorms prevail 
for a few weeks longer, we shall expec 
higher prices for eggs than we have seen 
for several years.

that can be given to children, and it isa fa- 
vorite food of those advanced in life. Even 
after all the butter fats have been taken 
from it, milk possesses nearly all the 
strength-giving qualities it had originally, 
although milk without its fats is somewhat 
hard to digest, and should not be 
g'ven to people with weak stomachs. 
Some bread should always be taken 
with miik, and the crust of bread that 
cannot be used for other parposes is best of 
all, because it reqaires more chewing. 
which mixes the milk and bread t g:+ther 
with enough salivato make both digest 
properly. in swallowing a glass of milk 
without bread, the warmth of the stomach 
turns the caseine of milk hard, so that it i« 
like a lump of lead. If some bread is taken 
with it, and both are mixed tg ther, both 
will be digested perfectiy, as both will be 
porous. The bread being mostly car- 
bonaceous, is d'gasted in the stomach, after 
which the caseine, still porous, for it has 
lost he bread with which it ismix d, passes 
into the intestines, where its digestion is 
cow p'eted.

W.H G.:I have 4 six-year-old pacer that I 
can’t make drink more than a swaliowcf water 
atatime. It seems as though a quart of water 
would last hima day. I bave tried giving bim 
sait and have jet bim go for a day without water, 
but this does rot make him inclined to drink 
right. Any advice you may give will be appre- 
Clated. 

Answer: I can’t understand why your horse 
should not drink uDless he has a partial parztetic 
condition of the organs of deglutition. I know 
cfno other cause uniess it is that. Have him 
examined by a competent veterinary surgeon, 
and possibly he may discover the cause. 
© Acadia: Piease inform 'me what to do for a 
young mare that bas a habit of cribbing when 
she is infosl. She bas raised one foal and is 


now in foai agaip. She eats heartily and ap- 
pears tobe In good health. 


Answer: Oribbing is not amenable to treat-

forone month. Dissolve two ounces of powdered 
boracic acid in a gallon cf water and sponge the 
filly’s body at the affected part once a aay.

&D unusaal one for mares in fal, especially so 
when bursing & colt, as the tax upon the system 
le Viry greatand the faeding«falarge quantity 
of rain without some auxiiisry in the shape of 
a tonic is a mistake. Most all mares in her con- 
dition are liable to be affscted with dropsy, 
owing to an impoverished state of the blood, Try 
tue following: Epsom salts, two pounds; nitrate 
potass., gentian, bicarbonate soda, charcoa’, 
ginger and coriander seed, of each six ounces. 
Mix anc give a tablespoonful to each mare in 
bran and Oats, with a little flaxseed meal, three 
times a day, until you see a ciange tor the 
better, 

W. 8. D., New York: Please prescribe for the 
following #ix-year-old mare: On the night of the 
11th of September I was retarning bome with 
her, and it was very dark.

After getting her in the stall her 
knee swelled considerably. and she became very 
sore, The swelling has disappeared, but there 
seemsto bea emal/, bard bunch on the out 
side and around ip front, but it does not 
extend clear across the knee. It seems stiff 
ana it hurts her to take up the foot or double the 
kvee in any way. It does not seem to hart when 
she rests her whole weight cn it and she stands 
up sanerey on it, I have consulted a veterinary 
and aid all I conid to cure her, but she remains 
lame. Kindly advise me through the columns of 
the BREEDER what course to pursue and if you 
think the mare wiil recover in time? 

Answer: The trouble you refer to is amenable 
to treatment. I should advise Diistering, as this 


removes ail soreness, abecrts th: enlargement 
and will prevent the formation cfoss fic depoeits 
Two or st the most three applications of Dr
